Q.       I'm  new  around  here.  What's  a  Marathon? 

A.  You're  kidding.  A  Marathon  is  a  nonstop,  around-the- 
clock,  on-the-air  fundraiser.  All  regular  programs  are  can- 
celled (except  the  Evening  News)  until  the  goal  is  achieved. 

Q.       When    does    this    one    start    and    what's    the   goal? 

A.  The  fundraising  begins  6:30  p.m.,  Sunday,  April  1. 
The  goal  is  S1 12,000  or  30  days,  whichever  comes  first 
(that's  S38.000  less  than  last  year's  goal  I. 

Q.  Why  does  a  radio  station  that  broadcasts  the  quality 
of  programming  that  KPFK  does  have  to  resort  to  the 
strong  arm  tactics  of  a  Marathon? 

A.  Because  gentler  methods  have  failed  in  the  past. 
Because  more  than  50%  of  our  listener-sponsors  fail  to 
renew.  Because  more  than  25%  of  persons  who  pledge  their 
support  never  make  good  on  their  word. 

Q.       How  successful  are  Marathons? 

A.  Almost  one-third  of  KPFK's  income  as  well  as  one- 
third   of   our   subscribers  come  in  during  the  Marathon. 

Q.  Why  is  the  Second  Annual  Old  Radio  Marathon 
different  from  all  other  Marathons' 

A.  The  big  difference  this  year  is  that  we  plan  to  inter- 
rupt the  Marathon  for  24  hours  at  the  $37,290  and  the 
$74,580  marks.  The  first  pause  will  feature  a  24-hour 
folk-music  special.  The  second  will  feature  a  24-hour 
documentary  special.  When  we  reach  S1 12,000  we  will 
present  a  24-hour  Bach  festival. 

And  let's  not  forget  the  24-hour  Old  Radio  docu- 
mentary. And  All  the  Ships  at  Sea,  that  begins  after  the 
news  on  Saturday,  March  31,  at  6:30  p.m. 


Q.  And  the  rest  of  the  time  will  be  constant  "pitching" 
and  "shucking"  for  money? 

A.  Not  at  all.  Some  of  the  best  radio  produced  over  the 
last  forty  years  will  be  presented  each  day. 

Q.       Then    there's    nothing   for   the   serious  music  buff? 

A.  We've  added  a  famous  radio  concert  for  each  of  the 
early  morning  hours. 

Q.  I  can't  stand  some  of  the  corny  old  radio  shows.  Why 
should  I  stick  around? 

A.  For  the  truly  outstanding  dramatic  productions  in  the 
evening.  Many  are  dramatizations  of  famous  Broadway 
plays.  Academy-award  winning  films,  and  best-selling  novels. 

Q.  Your  goal  is  538,000  less  than  last  year's.  KPFK's 
cash  position  is  less  critical  than  a  year  ago.  Yet  you  believe 
the  success  of  this  year's  Marathon  is  more  important. 
Explain. 

A.  On  April  2,  formal  hearings  before  an  FCC  examiner 
begin  in  Washington,  D.C.  The  outcome  of  those  hearings 
(for  the  last  available  FM  channel  in  the  nation's  capitol) 
may  well  affect  the  future  of  this  radio  station!  All Pacifica 
station  license  renewals  have  been  held  up  pending  the 
outcome  of  the  hearings. 

Therefore,  it  is  important  for  KPFK  to  demonstrate 
the  widest  possible  support  for  its  programs  through  the 
number  of  subscribers  as  well  as  the  dollar-value  of  that 
support.  The  Marathon,  which  coincides  with  the  hearings, 
can  demonstrate  either  the  viability  or  the  futility  of 
listener-sponsorship.  It's  up  to  all  of  us.

The  accompanying  summary  of  monthly  expenses 
represents  the  amounts  we  actually  spent  during  the  past 
5  months.  It  is  a  subsistence  budget  reached  by  cutting 
salary  levels,  reducing  the  staff,  re- re-using  (sic)  tape,  and 
passing  up  some  programming  possibilities.  By  making 
these  sacrifices,  we  have  begun  moving  toward  a  balanced 
budget. 

Unfortunately,  our  revenues  do  not  come  in  evenly 
throughout  the  year.  Even  if  we  are  able  to  balance  our 
budget  this  year,  it  will  be  because  during  a  one-month 
period  five  months'  expenses  were  raised.  This  explains 
why  almost  half  of  the  anticipated  proceeds  will  go  to- 
wards reducing  debts. 

The  balance  will  go  for  operating  expenses  during 
the  month  of  the  Marathon  and  the  following  month 
(whose  receiptswill  be  low  because  people  will  have  given 
during  the  Marathon).  We  would  like  to  enlarge  the  staff 
but  can  do  so  only  if  we  can  raise  the  money  through  a 
successful  Marathon.
